donates to 
Haiti victims

While most K-State students 
were wrapping up winter break 
and getting set for classes, condi- 
tions in Haiti were anything but 
solid. 

On Tuesday, Jan. 12, Haiti 
was shaken by a 7.0 magnitude 
earthquake, causing more than 
200,000 deaths, according to 
telegraph.co.uk. 

Though Haiti may appear half a 
world away, K-State students are 
pitching into disaster relief efforts 
by combining Haiti's need to be 
saved, with students' need to rave. 

The Coalition at K-State, a so- 
cial justice group on campus, is 
hosting Rave to Save, a dance par- 
ty with a cause. 

"It's a simple idea. Who doesn't 
love to dance?" said Amy Da- 
vidson, junior in pre-nursing and 
member of the coalition. The co- 
alition began a year ago by voic- 
es expressing their desire to bring 
awareness and help out when mas- 
sive catastrophes happen around 
the world. Erin White, sophomore 
in family studies and human ser- 
vices, co-founded the club and is 
now the vice president. After be- 
ing involved with Invisible Chil- 
dren with a friend from the Uni- 
versity of Kansas, she said K-State 
needed something like that too. 

"We already had the rave 
planned, and it was going to ben- 
efit Invisible Children: Schools 
for Schools, but after this earth- 
quake in Haiti, we felt really 
convicted that we needed to do 
something, and I knew a lot of 
K-State students would want to 
help," White said. 

The Coalition decided to sup- 
port both. 

The event will be DJ'd by Ari- 
el Sinha, sophomore in public re- 
lations and P.R. and multicultural 
assistant for Ford. Sinha is also on 
the Action Team from Ford where 
a group of residence assistants, in- 
cluding Charley Jo Schwartz, se- 
nior in business management, 
agreed to have girls meet them in 
the first floor lobby at 6:45 p.m. 
to walk to the Union together for 
Rave to Save. 

"It's a double whammy. It's fun 
to dance and you are helping out. 
It's not much money and it's gonna 
be a blast. A productive way to get 
out and have fun Saturday. You are 
going to help so many people that 
we don't even know right now. It's 
a great cause," Schwartz said. 

All proceeds from the rave will 
go to World Vision's Haiti Re- 
lief Fund, which is responding to 
the earthquake by bringing food, 
water and shelter to the millions 
who are suffering, according to 
worldvision.org.

New Aquatic Center to be open this summer in City Park

The city of Manhattan has be- 
gun construction on the founda- 
tion for the new City Park Aquat- 
ic Center which was approved 
last April. The new aquatic cen- 
ter will be located where the 
City Park Pool used to be and is 
scheduled to open this summer. 

The city was forced to con- 
demn and demolish the original 
City Park Pool last fall after 70 
years in operation because the 
concrete support was collapsing. 

"The aquatic center was put on 
the fast track process so we were 
only without a city pool for one 
season," said Mayor Bob Strawn. 
"We are going to have the finest 
city park in the country for a city 
this size." 

Traditionally, pools open Me- 
morial Day and close Labor 
Day, but Curt Loupe, director 
of Parks and Recreation, said 
the new aquatic center will open 
closer to the day students get of 
out school for the summer and 
will close before schools resume 
in the fall. 

"We're trying to make the pool 
schedule coordinate with the 
school schedules," Loupe said. 

The aquatic center will have 
several new attractions and will 
encompass a much larger area 
than the original pool. The new 
design will include a 50-meter 
competitive lane pool to replace 
the current one and the addition 
of various smaller pools with dif- 
ferent purposes. 

The final plans include a lazy 



river, a vortex pool, three slides 
and a Stingray Wave Simulator. 

"The wave simulator will be 
the first Stringray pool in the 
world," Loupe said. 

The wave simulator was cre- 
ated by Murphey's Waves. The 
wave pool will simulate a real 
ocean wave with a jet stream of 
water, which will allow pool visi- 
tors to surf and body board. 

According to the design plans, 
the lazy river will surround the 
vortex pool. A current will help 
pull the visitors in inner tubes 
in a counterclockwise motion 
along the river. 

Loupe said the vortex pool will 
flow in a circular motion that will 
simulate a toilet bowl flushing. 

In the final design, the vortex 
pool, lazy river and various play 
areas are all connected. The cen- 
ter will accommodate younger 
children by incorporating a play 
area with various playground- 
like equipment, such as stepping 
stones, placed towards the zero- 
depth entrance. 

There will also be a small- 
er pool for infants and tod- 
dlers, which will include a slide, 
placed next to the lazy river and 
vortex pool. 

Along with these structures, 
there will be a number of new 
buildings surrounding the cen- 
ter including a bathhouse, con- 
cession stand and open building 
to create shade. The deck space 
for the center will be substantial- 
ly larger than the previous one. 

The center will also offer 
swim lessons for children of all

ages throughout the summer and 
will be available for private par- 
ties as well. 

The city has allocated for .10 
percent of the recent retail tax 
increase to be put towards the 
new center. The project will cost 
$7.5 million to build, and the 
yearly maintenance will cost an- 
other $407,000. 

"The aquatic center is a result 



of a citizen vote to assess sales 
taxes against [the aquatic center] 
and CiCo and Northview pools, 
and Sunset Zoo education cen- 
ter," said Mayor Pro Tern Bruce 
Snead, who will be mayor in 
time for the commencement and 
ribbon-cutting ceremony. 

Loupe estimated the new cen- 
ter will produce $160,000 in rev- 
enue per year after completion.

Grungy Jobs: washing 
dishes, cleaning at 
Derby Dining Center

As I entered the basement of 
the Derby Dining Center, I saw 
students with soot-caked faces, 
beads of sweat running down their 
weathered cheeks. Their shack- 
led hands were raw from the met- 
al handcuffs that dug into their 
skin as their nostrils burned from 
the acrid stench of banned clean- 
ing products and overflowing 
trash heaps. From somewhere far 
in the distance, a chain-gang of in- 
dentured students chanted a mo- 
rose chorus of "Look down, look 
down, you're standing in your 
grave" from "Les Miserables." Be- 
tween the heat of the fires burning 
rampant - a warning for insubor- 
dinate workers - and the super- 
visors lashing students who were 
falling to the floors in bitter agony, 
a full scene of "Dante's Inferno" 
was playing out in front of me. 

At least, those were my expec- 
tations before touring the behind- 
the-scenes facility that, otherwise 
left unattended, would force stu- 
dents eating at the Derby Dining 
Center to do what all have feared 
and loathed since infancy: clean 
the dishes. 

In fact, the dish washing area of 
the main dining center for students 
housed in the Derby residence hall 
complex on campus is a remark- 
ably congenial working environ- 
ment, in spite of the dirty job that 
they are performing. 

When students finish their 
meal and place their dishes onto 
the conveyor belt in the eating 



area, a machine transports them 
down a floor - yes, conveyor 
belts can go up and down - as my 
guide, Katie Jones, sophomore in 
history and literature and a stu- 
dent supervisor at the dining cen- 
ter, showed me. From there, stu- 
dent workers quickly scrub the 
dishes and pass them down the 
line to the next worker, who sorts 
them into bins, which are placed 
into the monolithic dish wash- 
ing unit. After a nice bath, they 
emerge piping hot and ready to 
be sorted for future use. 

But the facility is not all about 
mindless work. Alisha Sommer- 
ville, senior in social sciences and 
a student supervisor, said the job 
is "alright" because it is more laid- 
back than some, pointing upward 
toward the kitchen area. She said 
they are allowed to play their own 
music, have the occasional dance 
party (but don't tell the managers) 
and talk to each other in a casual 
setting, which makes work easier. 

Jones said she agreed that the 
dish room is an enjoyable atmo- 
sphere, citing the ability to work 
in various functions and the rich 
conversations. 

"I like working in the dish room 
because of the people," Jones said. 
"There are people from so many 
different backgrounds." 

As I departed from the well-lit, 
lighthearted dish room, my per- 
ception will no longer include 
filthy slaves, wailing torture cham- 
bers or tyrannical czars brandish- 
ing whips. Check back next week 
for further grungy jobs.

High consumerism in U.S., Europe leads to destruction of earth 




Less is more, and much bet- 
ter. 

The health of the U.S. econ- 
omy is based on consumer con- 
fidence. High consumer confi- 
dence results in high consump- 
tion rates which has led to in- 
credible worldwide econom- 
ic growth. Modern patterns of 
consumerism have other direct 
and indirect consequences as 
well, like rising sea levels, soar- 
ing temperatures, biodiversity 
loss, natural resources depletion 
and social unrest. 

Last week, World Watch In- 
stitute, an environmentalist re- 
search organization issued a re- 



port advising a shift to a more 
frugal and sustainable living to 
avoid further environmental 
devastation. According to the 
report, per capita consumption 
rates of natural resources tri- 
pled from 1960 to 2006 world- 
wide, taking into account pop- 
ulation growth. In 2006, the 
United States accounted for 32 
percent of total global expen- 
diture. 

Roughly 7 percent of the 
world's population is responsi- 
ble for 50 percent of C02 emis- 
sions. The majority of this 7 
percent resides in Europe and 
the United States. 

An average American uses 
about 90 kilograms of natural 
resources daily while a Europe- 
an uses half that amount. 

According to The Earth Net- 
work, at the current popula- 
tion and consumption levels, 
we would need 5 1/3 planets 
to support ourselves. There are 
simply not enough resources 



on earth to extend this level of 
consumption to a population of 
six billion and growing. 

Even if governments man- 
age to effectively cap popula- 
tion growth and shift to renew- 
able energy, neither would be 
enough to reverse levels of envi- 
ronmental degradation. 

To produce enough energy to 
cover current consumption lev- 
els, according to a World Watch 
Institute report, the world 
would need to build 200 square 
meters of solar panels every sec- 
ond, 100 square meters of solar 
thermal every second and 24 
3-megawatt wind turbines every 
hour for the next 25 years. 

A fundamental change in 
patterns of consumption is 
needed if we want to continue 
living on a healthy planet. The 
statistics and numbers to sup- 
port this theory are complex, 
but the conclusion is not. 

Modern capitalism is in a cri- 
sis. There are no viable solu- 



tions that will enable humans to 
maintain the health of the plan- 
et while sustaining the system. 

If we want to maintain sus- 
tainable living, then we cannot 
continue to consume the way 
we are today. It destroys the en- 
vironment and has transformed 
us into a materialistic society, 
valuing brand names over rela- 
tionships and technology over 
physical contact. 

Living a simpler life will not 
only help people save mon- 
ey, but it will also give par- 
ents more time to spend with 
their children and young peo- 
ple more time to socialize and 
share, strengthening families 
and communities. 

Unless a transformation from 
consumerism to frugality comes 
soon, the earth will send us the 
bill. And it will be quite high.

Farm Bill subsidies are expensive, unnecessary

Every few years, the U.S. 
Congress passes a bloat- 
ed, earmark-laden bill that 
spends hundreds of bil- 
lions of dollars on programs 
proven to weaken the econ- 
omy, degrade the environ- 
ment and tarnish our image 
abroad. 

Despite vocal and well- 
supported opposition span- 
ning the political spectrum, 
the legislation is support- 
ed by one of the most pow- 
erful interest groups in exis- 
tence. Though it has a pro- 
found impact on our daily 
lives, few Americans know 
about the massive agricul- 
tural subsidies doled out by 
the Farm Bill. 

The Farm Bill distrib- 
utes 10 to 35 billion dollars 
in cash subsidies to farmers 
every year. Compare that to 
the 5.4 billion FY2010 bud- 
get for the entire state of 
Kansas. 

Let me begin by dispel- 
ling some myths surround- 
ing the iconic small farmer. 
They don't produce much 



of the food we eat, they 
aren't all poor, and they 
don't receive many sub- 
sidies. While statistically 
there is a significant num- 
ber of small farms, mea- 
sured by acreage or produc- 
tive output, they hold only 
a tiny portion of the mar- 
ket. In 2005, the average in- 
come of farm households 
was 26 percent higher than 
the average for all U.S. 
households. Agricultural 
subsidies disproportionate- 
ly support big agribusiness; 
the Environmental Work- 
ing Group reports that, on 
average, the biggest 10 per- 
cent of farms receive 76 
percent of farm subsidies. 
Lacking caps on direct pay- 
ments, and regulations gov- 
erning recipients, the Farm 
Bill frequently doles out 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to millionaire farm- 
ers like David Rockefeller. 

The farm subsidy system 
is extremely complicated. 
Programs are generally crop 
specific and take diverse 
forms. Direct payments, 
price supports, and market- 
ing loans are just some ex- 
amples. Five crops: corn, 
wheat, rice, cotton and soy- 
beans receive over 90 per- 
cent of agriculture subsi- 
dies. Fruits and vegetables 
receive negligible support. 



The majority of agricul- 
tural subsidies are self-jus- 
tifying, in that they dis- 
tort the market in a way 
that justifies more subsi- 
dy payments. They encour- 
age farmers to overpro- 
duce, whether because pay- 
ments are tied to produc- 
tion or because the govern- 
ment will purchase the ex- 
cess. The result is supermar- 
kets flooded with cheap, 
unhealthy foods based on 
the most supported com- 
modities. It's the reason 
high-fructose corn syrup is 
in everything and why corn 
and grain-fed meat is artifi- 
cially inexpensive. It's why 
poor people eat more Mc- 
Donalds than fresh pro- 
duce. Those low prices also 
create political momentum 
for, you guessed it, more 
subsidies. 

The subsidy-welfare sys- 
tem keeps U.S. agricultur- 
al markets from innovat- 
ing. Export subsidies make 
our products artificially 
competitive in internation- 
al markets and direct and 
counter-cyclical payments 
create a disincentive for di- 
versifying land use and cut- 
ting costs. Even worse for 
the health of our economy, 
our trade-distorting agricul- 
tural subsidies are the big- 
gest impediment to World 



Trade Organization agree- 
ments that would open in- 
ternational markets for pro- 
ducers and give greater ac- 
cess to imports for consum- 
ers. 

Some subsidies, like the 
Environmental Quality In- 
centives Program, allow 
farmers to escape respon- 
sibility for environmental 
degradation by subsidizing 
cleanup. Subsidy programs 
and trade barriers encour- 
age overuse of fertilizers 
and draw untouched land 
into agricultural use. Flori- 
da sugar farmers, recipients 
of some of the most egre- 
gious subsidy payments, are 
causing substantial destruc- 
tion to the Everglades while 
remaining uncompetitive 
with global producers. 

The Farm Bill includes 
provisions for domes- 
tic and international food 
aid. These aid programs 
are tainted by concentrated 
support for the main com- 
modity crops. The Nation- 
al School Lunch Program, 
food stamps and foreign aid 
were designed as price sup- 
ports for dairy, meat and 
the big crop commodities. 
The government buys up 
millions of pounds of sur- 
plus milk annually, con- 
verts it to powdered form 
and sends it to countries 



with majority lactose-intol- 
erant populations. Children 
are fed fatty meats, cheeses 
and corn products at school 
every day because fruit and 
vegetable growers have not 
politically mobilized as ef- 
fectively. 

The massive agricul- 
ture subsidies found in the 
Farm Bill are the reflection 
of a deeply entrenched lob- 
by that mobilizes effective- 
ly to quash political dissent. 
If farm subsidies ended, 
U.S. agriculture would not 
disappear overnight. Like 
any other industry, produc- 
ers would adjust to the free 
market by diversifying and 
innovating. Inefficient pro- 
ducers would be forced 
out of the market, as they 
should be. New Zealand, a 
state whose economy relies 
heavily on agricultural ex- 
ports, did it in 1984 and has 
seen overwhelmingly posi- 
tive results. 

Food production is vi- 
tally important to every 
American, and whether or 
not billions of our tax-dol- 
lars are spent distorting the 
market is not a decision 
that should be left to inter- 
est groups.

Romantic comedy lacks focus 



"The Invention of Lying"

If a movie were judged simply by its ba- 
sic idea or concept, "The Invention of Ly- 
ing" would be one of the best movies of the 
year. This film creates an awesome alter- 
nate reality where lying hasn't even been 
invented. Everyone 
says what he or she 
is thinking. They 
never exaggerate, 
nor do they mince 
their words to make 
what they have 
to say sound bet- 
ter. They speak the 
cold honest truth. 
Here, doctors are 
not afraid to tell pa- 
tients that they have 
no chance of living, 
and dates can be a 
depressing experi- 
ence when the girls 
bluntly tell the men 
they probably will 
never go out with 
them again, and 
granted, this is be- 
fore their first date 
even starts. 

Ricky Gervais 
plays Mark Belli- 
son, a screenwriter 
who is on the brink of losing his job. 
He goes on a date with Anna McDoogles 
(Jennifer Garner) and although they hit it 
off nicely, Anna has no desire to see him 
again, because he doesn't have a stable job 
and he's a poor genetic match due to his 
potbelly and pig-like nose. 

Mark's luck changes for the better when 
he tells the world's first lie. In order to get 
enough money for rent, he tells the bank 
teller that he has $800 in his account, when 
he only has $300. The teller assumes it's 
just a computer glitch and gives him the 
$800. After that moment, Mark's life chang- 
es and he realizes that in this truthful so- 
ciety, everyone believes what you say, no 
matter how outrageous it becomes. 

For the first 30 minutes, "The Inven- 
tion of Lying" is an extremely clever come- 
dy. The writers (Gervais and Matthew Rob- 
inson) do a splendid job at showing us how 




this world works little by little. We see ad- 
vertisements like "Drink Coke ... because 
it's famous," and "Drink Pepsi ... when 
you're all out of Coke." We also see the 
truthful way they make movies and their 
non-religious outlook on the afterlife. The 
humor really works here because we see 
how our society is so much different from 
theirs, simply because we don't give com- 
pletely honest answers. We're too worried 
about offending oth- 
ers and it's in this stark 
difference that makes 
"The Invention of Ly- 
ing" genuinely funny 
... well, for the first 30 
minutes. 

Once Mark tells 
his first lie, the mov- 
ie starts to have prob- 
lems. It simply tries to 
fit in too much. It con- 
tinues to show the as- 
pects of this alternate 
reality, but it also adds 
a satirical element that 
criticizes the creation 
of Christianity and a 
romantic comedy side- 
plot between Mark and 
Anna. With all of these 
elements going on at 
once, the writers are 
unable to develop any- 
thing properly. The al- 
ternate reality becomes 
courtesy art \ ess anc [ \ ess interesting 

as the movie progress- 
es. The satire, which is the most interesting 
part of the second half, feels very much like 
a side note, and the romance feels forced. 
Garner and Gervais are never able to devel- 
op any chemistry between one another and 
the writers are forced to throw in quick ma- 
nipulative montages that play along to hap- 
py tunes, and a bunch of schmaltzy dia- 
logue. I swear, if another romantic comedy 
has a scene where the characters tell every- 
thing they love about one another I'm going 
to throw something at the screen. 

I admire the film's ambition, and overall, 
it was an enjoyable experience. I just wish 
the makers had pulled back the reigns a bit, 
because they simply try to do too much in a 
limited amount of time.

In Miguel Arteta's new him, "Youth in 
Revolt," Michael Cera stars in the role of 
Nick Twisp whose dysfunctional mother 
(Jean Smart) and her lover (Zach Galifi- 
anakis) drag him to a trailer park in Cali- 
fornia. A passive and generally unattract- 
ive teen in all of his roles, Cera steps up 
to the plate once again.

I have been critical of Deb Patter- 
son in the past. I was unhappy with 
how her teams finished the season. 
Last year with a talented and expe- 
rienced roster, Patterson was unable 
to guide her team into the Sweet 16. 

Maybe Patterson's style bugs me, 
maybe it's the reliance on the jump 
shots. I am not sure why I could not 
see how great of a coach Patterson 
is until this season. 

After being dealt the worst hand 
she has had in a long time, Patter- 
son stayed composed and calm. She 
did not hold punches at media day 
either. She said she expected her 
team to finish near the bottom of 
the Big 12 Conference. Her team, 
though, came firing out of the gate 
with a huge win over a ranked Kan- 
sas team. Patterson has beaten Kan- 
sas so many times during her ten- 
ure that a win is just expected; it's 
like a free space on a bingo card.

Kari Kincaid and Ashley Sweat 
out on a sour note, this season will 
serve as a great building block for 
K-State in the next three years. This 
team has received its fair share of 
lumps, but has battled. 

To be honest, this team has lost 
eight games, but four to five of those 
games, K-State let slip away. With a 
more experienced team, K-State has 
probably lost three to four games at 
this juncture. 

Brittany Chambers has done an 
admirable job at point. Her shot is 
quick and while the arc of the ball 
gets dangerously close to the score- 
board, it is effective. Taelor Karr has 
a grit and toughness about her. In 
the open court, Karr is very danger- 
ous. It is unfair to her to make the 
comparison, but she reminds me of 
Shalee Lehning. She sees plays be- 
fore they open up and will learn to 
settle herself down as she ages. Ma- 
rian White has all the tools need- 
ed for a great point guard. She made 
one move against Colorado where 
she faked the pass outside, froze the 
defender and put the lay-up in un- 
contested. 

The only question left for Patter- 
son to answer is how is she going to 
find minutes for all of these players.

"In preparation 
for Nebraska we went 
back to the nuts and 
bolts of what we have 
to do every trip up the 
floor," Patterson said. 
"What each individu- 
al has to get better at, 
what we didn't answer 
in the last game - every 
fundamental element." 

Nebraska has a 
perfect record thus 
far, with their most re- 
cent victory over Bay- 
lor last Sunday. Of 
their sixteen games, 
only three have been 
claimed by fewer than 
10 points, while four 
have been by more 
than 40 points. But 
Coach Patterson said 
she is looking beyond 
the records, focusing 
on what her players 
are doing and not on 
what the outcome is 
supposed to be. 

" M y 
preoccupa- 
tion isn't 
about any- 
thing be- 
yond each 
individual 
trip up the 
floor," Pat- 
terson said. 
"What's 
the qual- 
ity we're 
bringing? 
Are we get- 
ting better and bringing 
a level of intensity and 
work to be better?" 

However, the out- 
look for K-State is 
not as bleak as it may 
seem. Nebraska's play- 
ers match well with 
K-State's across the 
court, leading one to 
expect a tough match- 
up on Saturday.

18.8 points per game, 
shooting 60 percent 
from the floor and 
33 percent on three- 
pointers, with a sea- 
son high of 31 points. 
In comparison, K- 
State's senior forward, 
Ashley Sweat, is aver- 
aging 17.6 points per 
game behind a 48 per- 
cent shooting percent- 
age and 
50 percent 
on three- 
pointers, 
with a sea- 
son high of 
33 points. 

B e - 
low Grif- 
fin is se- 
nior for- 
ward Cory 
Montgom- 
ery with 
13.1 points 
per game. The closest 
parallel on K-State's 
side is freshman guard 
Brittany Chambers, 
who is recording 12.8 
points per game, mak- 
ing 48 percent from 
beyond the arc. 

Griffin is also the 
top rebounder by far 
with 10.3 per game, 
leaving all players on 
both teams in the dust.

of her players.

K- State looks to build off solid home meet in Feburary

The last time the K-State 
track and field team put its skills 
to the test, the Wildcats' efforts 
were rewarded with nine event 
titles and 13 personal records. 
However, despite seeing his ath- 
letes post solid individual re- 
sults, head coach Cliff Rovel- 
to was happier about the team's 
performance as a whole. 

"After the break, there really 
weren't any spectacular marks," 
Rovelto said. "But the thing that 
was encouraging was that, for 
the most part, people were able 
to duplicate what they did be- 
fore the break. Given that they 
were away for three weeks, that 
was encouraging that we hadn't 
taken any steps backwards." 

The Wildcats will once again 
try to move forward when they 
head to Lincoln, Neb., for their 
next meet at the Adidas Classic 
on Saturday. 



The one-day meet, which will 
take place at the Devaney Cen- 
ter, marks K-State's first look at 
Big 12 Conference competition, 
as the six-team field includes 
Missouri and tournament-host 
Nebraska. Other participants 
include in-state rival Wichita 
State and Mountain West Con- 
ference members Colorado State 
and Air Force. 

K-State enters the meet ranked 
No. 22 in the men's poll, but will 
look to face a tough challenge as 
the Huskers currently sit at No. 
4 in the men's poll and No. 11 
in the women's poll. 

Although Nebraska appears to 
be the biggest threat among K- 
State's five opponents, Rovelto 
said all participants could make 
things difficult for the Wildcats, 
who will compete in their first 
team-scored meet of the 2010 
campaign. 

"I think this meet will actu- 
ally be a very good, competi- 



tive meet for a six-team meet," 
he said. "Air Force and Colo- 
rado State have not necessarily 
really complete teams, but they 
have some events that they're 
really strong in. With those six 
schools, almost every event has 
some really solid competition in 
it. I don't think that there's any- 
one on our team that's going to 
go over there and not have real- 
ly good competition." 

K-State's list of participants is 
headlined by junior sprinter Ja- 
son Coniglio. Last weekend at 
the KSU Invitational, the native 
of Rockford, 111., ran his way to 
a pair of event titles and best- 
ed his personal record in the 
60-meter. 

"I think [Coniglio] is mak- 
ing significant progress," Rovel- 
to said. "I think he's getting to 
the point where he can be com- 
petitive as a scorer in the con- 
ference, which is a pleasant sur- 
prise." 
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This is the first of three trips 
K-State will make to Lincoln 
this season. The Wildcats will 
return for the Sevigne Husker

Merriewether finds 
success on hardwood, 
in classroom

Being on a Division-I bas- 
ketball team is quite time-con- 
suming, with either practic- 
es or games most days of the 
week. Keeping up with class- 
es in the midst of practice and 
travel is impressive all by it- 
self. Add in being president of 
the Student Athlete Advisory 
Committee and a ConocoPhil- 
lips SPIRIT scholar, and you 
have Chris Merriewether. 

The senior guard's career 
-that is, his basketball career, 
as opposed to the job as a fi- 
nancial analyst that awaits him 
after graduation - began at 
home, where he would shoot 
baskets in the driveway be- 
fore beginning organized play 
in second grade at the Martin 
Luther King Center in St. Paul, 
Minn. 

"My dad had bought a bas- 
ketball goal one Christmas," 
Merriewether said. "It used to 
be low, but then it started rais- 
ing and raising." 

His parents are both teach- 
ers in Jacksonville, Fla., but 
athleticism certainly runs in 
the family. His older brother BJ 
was a wide receiver at Harvard 
University and now works at 
Goldman Sachs in New York. 
His younger sister Keaundrea 
is a shooting guard for West 
Florida. 

"I taught her everything she 
knows," Merriewether said, 
laughing. 

In high school Merriewether 
won two state championships 
with Arlington Country Day 
School in Jacksonville, Fla. In 
addition to playing basketball, 
he served as president of the 
National Honor Society and 
was salutatorian of his gradu- 
ating class. He also played two 



years of football. 

Merriewether said he chose 
K-State because it was the best 
opportunity for him athletical- 
ly and academically. While he 
switched around a few aspects 
of his education plan through- 
out his time at K- State, his ma- 
jor stayed constant. 

"I always wanted to be 
a finance major, so I never 
changed that," he said. "I want- 
ed to minor in Spanish and get 
a degree in international busi- 
ness, but that was just going to 
be too crazy." 

Merriewether thought he 
would be going into banking 
because he interned with Wa- 
chovia for three years, but the 
recent financial crisis and the 
fact he already had a relation- 
ship with ConocoPhillips (and 
a connection there through his 
former teammate Clent Stew- 
art) persuaded him to become 
a financial analyst instead. 

Coming in as a freshman 
walk-on, Merriewether had a 
slightly different experience 
than the players on scholar- 
ship. He said the main differ- 
ence was he did not sit at the 
training table or receive as 
much food as the scholarship 
athletes, but he said on the 
court there was no differenti- 
ation. 

"Athletically it was the exact 
same treatment," Merrieweth- 
er said. "They would praise me 
just as much if I made a good 
play, and if I had a bad play 
they'd yell at me just as hard." 

This season he is averaging 
10 minutes a game, regular- 
ly contributing hustle, defense, 
rebounds and near-perfect foul 
shooting.

No. 10 Wildcats look to avoid let- 
down against Oklahoma State

Everyone knows the 
saying "Pride goeth before 
a fall." That is what hap- 
pened to the men's basket- 
ball team the season before 
last; it defeated archrival 
Kansas in Bramlage Coli- 
seum and then lost to Mis- 
souri on the road. K-State 
is now in a position to 
learn from those mistakes. 
After defeating No. 1 Tex- 
as at home on Jan. 18, the 
Wildcats have to put that 
win behind them and fo- 
cus on Oklahoma State, 
whom they host at 3 p.m. 
Saturday. 

On Wednesday, the 
Cowboys (14-4, 2-2) broke 
a two-game losing streak 
by defeating Colorado 90- 
78 in Stillwater, Okla. The 
Cowboys currently occu- 
py sixth place in league 
standings. 

"They're a very un- 
dersized team," Sopho- 
more forward Jamar Sam- 
uels said. "But they play 
extremely hard. We owe 
them one because they're 
one of the reasons we 
didn't go to the tourna- 
ment last year." 

The Cowboy's boast ju- 
nior guard James Ander- 
son, who leads the Big 12 
in scoring with an average 
of 21.6 points per game. 
Oklahoma State is 27-0 
during head coach Trav- 
is Ford's tenure when the 
Cowboys have a higher

shooting percentage than 
their opponent. Cowboy 
junior forward Marshall 
Moses has been averag- 
ing nearly a double-dou- 
ble with 9.9 rebounds and 
11.5 points. To contin- 
ue getting those kinds of 
numbers, he will first have 
to contend with K-State's 
senior center Luis Co- 
lon, who helped hold Tex- 
as center Dexter Pittman 



to six points last Monday, 
and junior forward Domi- 
nique Sutton, whom Sam- 
uels called "our defensive 
savior." 

As the Wildcats come 
off a mediocre shooting 
performance (38.5 per- 
cent) against Texas on 
Monday, the guards -par- 
ticularly senior Denis Cle- 
mente and junior Jacob 
Pullen- will need to find 



a rhythm with their shots 
and balance out the of- 
fense. Samuels and junior 
forward Curtis Kelly pro- 
duced the bulk of the scor- 
ing against the Longhorns. 
If the Wildcats can get off 
to a quick start and main- 
tain momentum through- 
out the half, they have a 
good chance of getting the 
win; the team is 16-0 when 
leading at the half this sea- 
son. 

As if Clemente and Pul- 
len are not enough to keep 
track of on the outside, the 
Cowboys will also have 
to look out for freshman 
guard Rodney McGruder, 
who played over half the 
game and had 11 points 
against Texas. Freshman 
guard Martavious Irving 
had a presence as well, 
helping out on the defen- 
sive end. 

K-State had serious mo- 
tivation going into the 
Texas game, not only be- 
cause of the magnitude 
of a matchup with a No. 
1 team, but for personal 
reasons as well. Samuels 
dedicated the game to his 
mother, who had recent- 
ly had surgery, and Colon 
had just found out that a 
cousin in Puerto Rico had 
been shot and killed ear- 
lier that day. To duplicate 
the intensity that stemmed 
from that combination of 
motives will be difficult,

Wildcats in middle of big season, 
should make solid tournament run 




After K-State's wild win at home 
against the No. 1 Texas Longhorns, 
people are already making a few big 
predictions. Some of which may be a 
little exaggerated given that K-State 
beat a Longhorn team that had al- 
ready survived some close ones be- 
fore Big Monday's showdown. 

I was skimming Yahoo Sports and 
was happy to see that many people 
were giving K- State credit on the win 
against a struggling top-ranked team. 

However, when I came across Ja- 
son King's column on why the win 
shouldn't be considered an upset, 
which I agree with, he stated that the 
Wildcats have the arsenal to run the 
table and make it to the Final Four.

The Wildcats would most likely 
have to play Texas again, Kentucky, 
Duke, or Syracuse, (whom by the 
way is having one of their most im- 
pressive seasons ever) all on neutral 
courts. The mistakes the team com- 
mitted in Monday's game would be 
a nightmare in a higher intensified 
atmosphere. 

Don't get me wrong. K-State has 
become a more solidified team since 
the first game back in November, 
but I think the weakness would be 
the depth the team has.

While earning a bid to the NCAA 
Tournament, K-State would most 
likely start in Oklahoma City if they 
win the conference tournament. They 
would not be too far from home and 
could earn a win there. 

Next they would travel to St. Lou- 



is for a Regional round. Again fairly 
close, but with tougher competition. 
This is where the Wildcats may end 
their season. Texas could also be 
in St. Louis and possibly Kentucky 
if they wind up in the same brack- 
et setup. 

A trip to the Final Four would be 
amazing for the team and universi- 
ty. It would be one of the best finish- 
es in team history and could put In- 
state on the map for an even bigger 
recruiting database. 

This is the best K-State team I've 
ever seen play. However, with all the 
other college teams who are good, I 
don't think the Wildcats would be 
able to make as big a run to a Final 
Four or National Championship. 

The NCAA Tournament takes the 
team's home court advantage away 
and makes it harder for a team to fo- 
cus. This especially with how loud 
Bramlage Coliseum can be and leave 
your ears ringing for days. 

Clemente and a few other senior 
stars will be gone next year, but the 
team could put up a similar status 
to this year with Sutton, Pullen, and 
some decent sophomores who should 
be developed well enough to play sol- 
id minutes.
